Both the “Orange Hawkweed” and: 
“King Devil” are vigorous growing 
perennials with trailing branches or 
stems close to the surface of the soil, 
These take root every few inches. so 
that one plant soon becomes a whole 
patch. Th leaves of both plants are 
for the most part attached to. the 
crown and not to the stems. Leaves

the “Hawkweeds” are not relished by 
livestock, although sheep will eat 
these weeds when pasture becomes) 
short. 


“Orange Hawkweed” or “Devil's 
Paint Brush” grows from one to two, 
feet in height with fiery orange red 
blossoms grouped in clusters. 

“King Devil” will grow three feet’ 

or more in height and has a yellow | 
blossom similar to but less than half! |, 
the size of the “Sow Thistle.” The! s 
roots of both plants are close to the 
surface and are therefore easily kill- 
ed by cultivation. 
Great care should be taken to re- 
move~ aii,gmall patches before they 
become firmly established. Digging or 
the application of salt, waste oil, gas~ 
oline, coal oil, tar paper, straw, man- 
ure or chemical weed killers are prac- 
tical and effective on Hmited areas. 
Salt should be applied at rate of 
18 to 20 pounds per square rod in hot 
dry weather. 

Chemical weed killers should be ap- 
plied in the form of a spray. at the 
rate of one pound per gallon of water 
per hundred square feet, 

Some farmers have obtained results:

ground as well as possible with a 
heavy harrow, applying a light coat 


of manure and seeding with vigorous. 


growing grasses. This method stimu- 
lates the growth of natural grasses 
and many of the “Hawkweeds” are

Sheep constitute one of the ere 
est methods of destroying “Hawk- 
weeds.” When pasture becomes short! 
sheep will eat sufficient of these 
weeds to keep them from blooming. 

Practically every Eastern Ontario 
farmer depends more or less on an 
area of rough permanent pasture for 
at least part of the herd during the 
summer. This land may be of low 
value per acre but on the whole the 
pasture derived from this type of land 
amounts to many thousands of dollars

A 3 per cent solution of copper sul- 
phate applied at the rate of 70 gal- 
lons per acre is the most effective 
chemical treatment for the control of 
mustard in grain crops, according to 
the results of experiments conducted 
on the Central Experimental Farm at 
Ottawa by the Field Husbandry Div- 
ision. .

Father P. J. Fleming who passed a- 
way in his, seventy-sixth year at 
Whitby General Hospital following 
an illness of two weeks’ duration. 


Prior to his fliness and since his re- 
tirement from the active ministry 
about four years ago, he had resided 
at Oshawa. 

The late Father Fleming was born 
in Waterford, Ireland, of well-to-do 
parents. He received his ordination to 
the priesthood and came to Canada 
with Archbishop Cleary. For several 
years he remained in Kingston, fol- 
flowing which he was appointed Cur- 
ate to the Madoc Parish. He was the 
pioneer pastor of Tweed and Stoco Pa- 
rish and it was during this time that 
St. Carthagh’s Roman Catholic church 
was erected in 1887. This magnificent 
sacred edifice stands as a monument 
to his memory. While in Tweed he did 
a magnificent work in building up the 
parish. When an epidemic of small 
pox broke out he was the Good Sa- 
maritan, not only ministering to the 
spiritual needs of his people as their 
priest and shepherd, but also to the 
needs of the body as doctor and nurse 
to the sick. As the force of the epi- 
demic was about spent, he himself 
contracted the disease. In spite of his 
worn out condition, his life was spared 
as his work was not yet done. He was 
granted a year’s leave of absence to 
recuperate from his illness. This time 
was spent in Ireland. 

At the conclusion of the year he 
returned to Canada and was placed 
in charge of the parish at Morrisburg. 
Since that time he has been stationed 
at Chesterville, Wolfe Island, where 
the Roman Catholic Church was also 
erected during his incumbency; 
Kemptville, and Prescott. After fifty-

Three substances are essential to a 
~ggod jelly. They are pectin, sugar and 
acid.” Pectin is the primary jellying 
agent. It varies considerably in fruits 
both in quality and quantity. Analysis 
of small fruits, in the chemical lab- 
oratories of the Central Experimental 
Farm, has shown how readily pectin 
deteriorates. To/retain their maxi- 
mum jellying capacity, these fruits 
should be picked when just ripe and 
should be uséd as soon possible after 
picking.
